THHEH sSITUATION.

The troops around Washington coutinue to pre-
gerve the status quo. With the exception of the
arrival of three or four more regiments from the
North, nothing of any importance has taken place
there. Seventy thousand men are now within a
few hours' march of each other, near the federal
capital.

It is coufidently stated that General Scott does
not contemplate eny forward movement until he
hias his whole army in readiness; and then, that
Lo will erder a grand general movement, simhlta-
neously, of the entire Union forces from Fortress
Monroe to the Mississippi. Should this prove true,
the world will behold a grand military spectacle,
rarcly, if ever, witressed in the history even of
tue greatest wars on record, and the fortunes of
the pregent conflict will undoubtedly be decided
by the utter extinguishment of the rebels at all
points,

Intelligence has just reached Washington, apd
is credited by many there, that in consequence of
the difference of opinion existing between Jelf.
Davis, General Beanregard and General Lee as to
the policy npor which the war shall be conducted,
Geperal Lee bas resigned his command in the
rebel army. It is said that letters have been re-
ceived from General Lee by some of his old asso-
ciates which confirm this rumor.

Another skirmish took place yesterday morning
between the rebel scouts near Shuter's Hill and
the pickets of the Fourth Pennsylvania regiment,
in which one of the Pennsylvania men was killed
and one wounded. The rebels, after dlscharging
their fire, ran off. Reinforcements arrived from
the Union linés, but their assistance was not
peeded, This appears to be the only affair which
disturbed the monotony of the encamped army on
the Potomac within the past twenty-four Lours.

The defences of eur own harbor form no insig-
nificant feature in the present critical condition of
affairs, and we have therefore prepared an accu-
rate mep of all the poiuts of defence commanding
the entrance to New York, by the Narrows aad
by the Sound, which we publish to-day, together

_x/_,_uith a very full description of the fortifications,

their availability in case of attack, the character
of the different structures, and the number and
calibre of the guns mounted upon each.

It ia 8aid that the delay in occupying Harper's
Perry by the army under General Patterson,‘arises
from the fact that the gevernment does mot con-
pider the occu pation of that point a matter of
pecessity under existing cironmstances; the evac-
pation by the rebels being no doubt coneidered as
abaolnte and final, and the position being entirely
in the bands of the Union forces, though not ac-
tually held by a gorrison.

Reporta from Fort Pickens all indicate the juten-
tion of the rebels to abandon an attack upon that
poaition. It is quite probable that they find any
attempt npon the fort just pow would be idle, and
it may Le thatthe presence of the troopawho have
bLeen go long beleaguering it is absolutely needed
in Virginia.

Everything ia Daltimore continues quiet, though
an undercurrent of excitement is naturally running
through the public mind there, under the new con-
dition of affairs.

The Fiftcenth New York regiment, Gelonel J.
MeLeod Surpby, struck their temts at Willett's
Point on Batorday, and were taken in a steamer
to Elizabethport, where the carsof the Central
Ralirosd were in waiting for them.

The Eleventh Massacliusetts regiment reached
this city yesterdsy morming from Boston, and were
received in the most enthusiastic manner by thou-
sands of our citizeus who had assembled to greet
them. The natives of Massachusetts residing in
New York awd vicinity received them at the
whurf and accompanicd them to the Park, where
they were sddressed in 8 most patriotic manner
Ly Mr. Richard Warren. After rosting and re-
freshing themselves, at three o'clock the regi-
ment departed for Washington by the New Jersey
Central Pailrond. Ansccount of their reception
and the speeches and ceremonies on the oocasion
are given clsewhere.

It was expected that an examination of the wit-
neases in the cose of Captain Baker and the thir-
teen privateersmen of the Bavennal would have
been commenced on Baturday; but, in consequence
of the absence of testimony on the part of the go-
verument, application was made for a further
postponement. Tle prisoners were not brought
up, aud on the application of their counsel the exa-
mination was, by the consent of Mr, Ethan Allen,
United Btates Assistunt District Attorney, poat-
poned until Wednesduy next, at ore o'clock, to be
held at the Tombs, in order to avoid the neceasity
of parading this large body of war prisoners
through the strects,

Governor Edward Clark, who became the ex-
ecutive of Texas through the aid of a few of the
politicians of that State, has put the finishing
touch to legalizing roguery. In Lis last procla.
mation he declaved in effect that it is treason to be
Lonest, and that any person who is found guilty
of paying his just debts shall suffer the penalty of
death. Lest thin may appear an cxaggeration,
we quote his langnage. He says:—It will also
be treasonable for any citizen of Texas to pay any
debts now owing by him to 8 citizen of either of
the States or Territories now ot war with the Con-
federate Btates of America,” If the portrait of
“Edward Clark, Governor of the Btate of Texas,"
does not grace the ‘‘Rogue’s Gallery'' in every
city in Christendom, we do not see what further
use there i for such an institution.

Afier to-day no more letters will go to the Pa-
cific coast by steamers. All mail matter for
California, Oregon and Washington Territory will
be sent by a daily overland mail,

The statement that Hon. Johm J. Crittenden
would offer his compromise in Congress during
the extra session, and if it was rejocted that he
would advise Kentucky to secede, is contradicted
by authority.

To-doy the Legislature of Virginin, organized
under the authority of the Whecling Convention,
will meet in the new Btate Capitol in that city.
Major General Pillow, commander of the rebel
forces in Tennessec, the Memphis papers say, has
received official intelligence that a bearer of des-
patehes has arrived from the representatives of
the bogus confederacy in Europe, with advices
that England and France have decided to protect
their commerce on this continent--that is, to open
the Southern ports—and that each government
has ordered twenty additional ships from their
respective navies to reinforce their squadrons
already here. And further, that negotiations for
a European loan had o far progressed as to have
secured propositions 1o the amonnt of two hun-
dred millions of dollars, and that the Bonthern con-
federacy would be recognized by all the Powcre
of Europe in n very short time. All this news is
exclasive to General Pillow.

Lieutenant Crittenden, ‘'a secesher,” son of
John J. Crittenden, was challenged to fight & duel
at Leavenworth, Kansas, on the 2{th June, by
Lieutenant L. L. Jones, on account of the former
making fun of the American flag. Crittenden re-
fused to fight.

The Kansas First regiment, with & party of United
Btates regulars, numbering in all two thousand five
hundred men, left Kansas City, Mo., on the 24th of
June, it is supposed for Fort 8mith, Arkansas. If
this ehould be the cpse there will be some addi-
tional howling about ““nvading the sacred soil.”

Funds neceseaty to pay the July interest on the
Eentucky Btate debt have been forwarded from
Fravkfert to this city. The amount is nearly $100,
000. In Tennessee, Georgia and Bouth Caroling,
this act wonld be nulawful. In Texas it would be
treason.

According to the Norfolk papers, Ellaworth's
Zohaves are diminishing in nombers very fast, Up-
wards of fifty have already been slaughtered by
the ** Jackson Avengers,” & body of terrible fel-
lows who tock a solemn oath that each should slay
his proportion of the whole number.

On Thursday of this week, the Fourth day of

July, the two bouses of the Coogress of the
United Blates will assemble in extraordinary
setion ln the Capitol st Washington, in pursu-
auce of President Lincoln's proclamation of
:&pril lagt, axd for the express purpese of aid-
Ing und directing the policy of the sdministra-
tion iz the great work of thesupprossion of our
Sovthern rebellion. The loyal paople of the
whele country and the formidable armies which
Wy have sent into the fleld are auxioualy
aw siting this meeting of Congress, but with a
prewailing coufidemce in the adoptioa of a AyH-
tem of messures, warlike sud fuanchd, wisely
calculated to bring this war to an ead in be-
balf of the “ltegrity of the Union” in w single
cmpaiga.

To this end we are mesured that the Presi-
dent's meesage will urgs a vigorous aad un-
compromising prosecution of the war; that the
Cabinet are s unit in support of this poley,
and that the legislation of the two houses will
be barmoniously directed tc thls one grest
common object, and to nothing else. Mean-
time, however, with an uubounded faith in the
patriotism and military knowledge and sagacity
of Gee. Beott, our loyal soldiers and citizens sre
perplexed, and are becoming uneasy, with a
wilitary policy of “ masterly inactivity,” which
they cannot comprebend. Col. Blair, of Mis-
eouri, in his significant war speesh in this city
the other evening, said that it is evident * that
the people are craving for action on the part of
thoee who are in the field,” and shat with ' the
greatest General of the age,”” and “ with such
fine soldiers and so many of them, it is a matter
of surprite that we have not done anything."”
Now, considering that this Col. Blairis a repub-
lican member of Congress from Missouri, that
be hae & brother in the Cabinet, and that he is
himeelf held in very high regard by Mr. Lin-
coln, there is something, we say, vecy signifi-
cant in this “surprise” that “ ourarmy has not
doue anything.”

Taking advantage of this “surprise,” the ad-
vocates of a compromise have been encouraged
to come forward and feel the public pulse.
Thus it appeara that, upon some mysterious in-
vitation, Scnator Bayard, of Delaware, as the
volunteer agent of the “Confederate Siates,’”
has recently, incog., honored the city of New
York with his presence. At about the same
time the Hon. Ben. Wood and his democratic
editorial compromise convention are found in
sesafon ot the Astor House, denouncing the
war and the * despotic policy” of the admi-
nistration, and in a roundabout way eug-
gesting the recognition of the govern-
ment of Jefferson Davis. And next we
hear that a patriotic peacemaker has been ar-
rested by our Superintendent of Police for
circulating u petition for an armistice and a
National Convention. But we cannot discover
that any of these peace or compromise move-
ments, or rumore, have made the slightest im-
pression upon the public mind in favor of peace
or compromise under existing circumstances,
Our loyal people, on the contrary, though less
demonstirative, sppear to be more aternly re-
gsolved than ever against any compromising in
advance of the disarming of Davis and his re-
bellious confederates.

But still, while our loyal people and our pa-
triotic soldiers are thus impatient for a vigorous
protecution of the war, and while this is tha
declared policy of Mr. Lincoln, the yueation re-
mains upanswered: Why bas our army not
done anything? Why does Beauregard con-
tinue to ocoupy Manassas Junction, and extend
bia lines in front of a superior force? Why
does General Butler delay the reparation of
the blunder at Big Bethel? Why is the rabel
Jobnston still permitted to harass the loyal peo-
ple at and around Harper's Ferry, and to eat
up their substance, with an overwhelming
Union force idly looking on from the otherside
of the river! We cannot answer. We hear
that our armies ore held back because the ad-
ministration does not wish to move them for-
ward ia advanece of the assent and oo-operation
of Congresa,

We have been content thus far with the sim-
ple explanation that the administration relies
upon the head of the army, and that General
Scott Is qulte sure that while he is strengthened
the enemy is weakened and demoralized by de-
lay. The war, however, ¢cannot safely be pur-
sued much longer upon this system. Our
Congress meets on the Fourth of July, the
one houee Congreas ef the “Confederate States’
will meet in Richmond on the 20th, unlees pre-
vented by the onward movements of our
armies ; but from present appentances this in-

terruption will not occur. Tn all probability,
however, there will be such a formidable feds-
ral military cordon threatening the occupation
of Richmond by the 20th that the rebel Con-
gress may be induced to open negotiations
for peace; and who can say that this idea
is not entertained in the councils of our
Cabinet ?

Three months ago soma of our most radi-
csl republican party jourpals, the New York
T'ribune at the head of them, pleaded earnestly
from day to day in favor of quietly permitting
the revolted States to try the experiment of an
independent government. At that time, we
suspect, there was a voice or two in the Cabi-
net of which the Tribunc was but the echo,
Some such influences may still be felt by the
administeation. At all events, we Laow that
England, in the matter of this war, occupies
towards our goveroment a very offensive and
menaciog attitude. We know, too, that the
aonexation of Canada has long been o favorite
idea with Mr. Seward, and we know that Spain,
in her project of seizing free Dominica and
turning it over to her system of African sla-
very, and in her designs upon Mexico, has
given a strong cause of displeasure to our anti-
slavery Cabinet. Linking all these things to-
gether, we are free to say that our recent pro-
position for an armistice with the Seulh, and a
compromige, including & warlike coulition for
the employment of cur Northern and Southern
armies opainst England and Spain, in Caaada
and Mexico, doee not appear to be an impossi-
bility.

That the hope of & compromise liez at the
bottom of this otherwite inexplicabla inantivity
of our simies we have reason to believe; and
what better way can there be for thasettiement
of our domeatic troubles than a warlike uaion
for the expansion of our territorles and our
power, North and Bouth, agaicet our Europenn
commercial rivals and enenses, constantly in-
triguing for our destruction and the control of
this continent! Peace or war, the Fourth of
July will doubtless lifi the vell which now
bangs between us and the sdminlstration, and
the 20th of July may, pechaps, brisg 2 some

astonizhing overtures of peage.

A Prinoe who, in lineage, in manners,
in temper, in everything, will just woit the well
born, gentlemaniy, free spirited, chivalric sona
of the sunny Soutk. Why should not the South
Ousroliolans, then, talce this Prince Alfred as
their king? Verily, the coincidences rsferred
to seem 80 remarkable, and the arrival of
P’rluce Alired so apropos, that we cannot help
thinkiog the little arrangement will be mads,
snd sll parties be satisfled.

Southern confederacy, neglect to notics that

Portugal sent over a royal scion to be Empe-
ror of Brazil, and thai Brazll is exactly what
the Times delipes the South to be—* An aris-
tooracy based upon a helotry!” There's a pre-
cedent for you; and England is a government
of precedents, What with the Times, the
Queen, Lord John, the cotton lords and the
gentlemen who think that our democratic hub-
ble has burst into aristocratic fragments, the

{air settled. All the objects to be gained hy a
recognition of a Scuthern confederacy, and
very many more, could thus be easily obtained
by her, while the embarrassments of the pre-
sent situation could be entirely avolded.

forcea by Great Britainin these Iatitudes. They
are on loo large s scale for the protection of
intereals which caanot possibly be imperilled:
80 long aa her declared policy of neuvtrality is
horeatly mainteined. They are contemptibly
helow the amount of strength required ghould
she coma to an open rupture with ua.
Just lock what her position wourld be in such-
an eventuality. She might, to be sure, do us
fome damage with her fleets; but that
would be mora than counterbaianced by the
loases that we would inflict ou her oommer-
cinl marine. @n land sbe would not maintain
the struggle against us for a single month,
Geogiaphbioally, Canada belonge to the Unfted
States, and there is every reasen to helieve
hat if we were to send an army there sufficient
for their protection its inhabitants would at
onca deglare toeir independence of the mother
couptry, In the Upper Province there iz a de-
cided preference for our institutions, while in
the Lower the benefits resulting from a free
interchange of agricultural acd commerciel
productions would go far to smooth away the
prejudices arising from differences of race and
religion, In view, therefors, of the prepara-
lons which Great Britain is making to picka
quarrel with us, it bacomes the duty of Con-
gress .od the government 1o lake suck mea-
sures a8 will defeat and panish her for her bad
faith, Io the meanwhile every effort should be
made to reconcile tbe uchappy diflerences
which bave arrayed 2o two great sections
of the country iz crms against each
other. To the South ss to the North it
muat vow be apparent that the sympathy
and aid of the European governments in this
unzatural and fratrieidal quarrel caa only be
ohtained at the price of ita liberties. No pre.
sent belp that it might secure by it could com.
pensate the former for the lcsa cf selirespect
and eternal dishoaor, to say ncthing of the po-
sitive political disadvantages that it would en-
tail.

We do not na yet ses very clearly how, but
we neverthslesa entertaln o confident belief
that means can be found, to put afstop to this
uphappy contest. The presence of a common
danger iz the impending interference of the
Europeaa governments will go some way 0
further a reconciliaticn. The pride of country,
be it entertained by Northern or Southern
‘bresats, will not tamely brook the ides of their
taking advaantage of our present difficulties to
promote their selfish and dishonest schemes.
Let England, therefore, baware of a
changs in the political situation as sud-
den and unexpscted as was the simul-
taneous uprising of the North at President
Lincoin’s appeal. If she pushes her double
dealing too far she will azain find heraelf taken
a3 much by surprise a3 ahe was by that magni-
ficent demonatration,

A reconcilintion occe effected beiween the
government and the Southern malcontents,
there would be af the immediate disposition of
the former, for purposes of invasion, an arpy
of two hurdred theusand men—as fpe troops
33 any in the world, With these Uanada counld
be overrun in a fortnight, and every relic of
British supremacy swept from her soil. New
Brunswick, Nova Scotia and Newfoundland
would folluw without the pecesaity of giriking
a blow. politionl grievaaces having alveady
done the work of disaffection there.

iz the Scuthern portien of oar continent tha
vindication of our {raditional policy ¢ould be
rendersd just as complete, The large armies
that would imm- “lately become available from
the reunion of the divided sectiona would eua.
ble us to crush out toere every vestige of
foreign interference, These arve prospecta that
should iocite every true pa'riof to exert him-
self for the reconcllement of our unhappy dif-
ferences. There never was a crisia in which
the power and glory of the republic were
placed in mor: immizent peril; there never
was and cever will be one in which they are
capable of greatar exteusion.

AN Txamrre vor Niw Yorx—The contrast
between the volunteer regiments sent to the
seat of war from Massachusetts and New Hamp-
ghire, and those which atart from New York, is
very remarkable, The New England regi
ments go fully and excellently armed and
equipped, and are provided with eversthiog
necessary for their comfort and convenience,
{rom Bibles, baggage wagons and hoapital am-
bulsnces, to pails, kettles, shovels aud picks
Our regiments, on the contrary, start half
clothed, wearing basted uniforms and wooden
goled ehoes; armed with inferior muskets, or
with po muekets at all; withont wagons and
with no cenveyance for the sick and wounded,
and, in most casea, without amateh to light, or
u kettle to swing cver o comp fire.  The result
of this gifference in the equipment of the regi.
ments i ihat the New Fug'aud buys go to work
mmeslately upon their arrival at the seat of
sur, snd ave resdy to ndvaunce at an hour’s uo-
tice, while cur regiments are engaged, for a
week or two, in procuring necessaries which
